Kim) from Korea, He was chased out 
by the Communists and went to South 
Korea where he won a scholarship. He 
has a brother who volunteered to work 
with the American Marines, and he re- 
ceived a letter from him the other 
day which was headed “To a brother 
in Paradise, from a brother in Hell’, 
He has not heard from the rest of his 
family since the Communists recap 
tured Seoul. 

The third speaker was a boy from 
Imlo-China who just arrived in the 
United States about three days before 
Christmas 1950, He also was chased 
out by the Communists. He was 
caught four times trying to escape 
and the last time he was thrown in 
prison and sentenced to death.

Plans for New School 
Are Completed 


The plans for the new school that 
is to be started this Spring on the 
vacant losts just west of the Opera 
House are now completed with just a 
few details to be worked out. The 
building, which will consist of ten 
class rooms, a full size gym and other 
necessary rooms, is to be completed 
in time for the commencement of the 
fall term. 

There is a desperate need of more 
class-rooms for the children of Ray- 
mond and the new school building is 
the only way to provide these and pre- 
pare for future growth. For the past 
several years the number of pupils 
starting in grade one has increased 
so much that a new grade has had to 
be started until now there are three 
Grade One classes. As can easily be 
understood, this has put a great strain 
on available space in the schools 
which have now reached the point 
where there is absolutely no more 
room for expansion, 

To ease the present situation by 
building a two or three room school 
would be folly because in a few more 
years there would be another space 
shortage, so the School Board has 
done some long range planning with 
the proposed new building which 
should take care of expansion for a 
number of years. 

To build anything costs a lot of 
money and a school of this size will 
cost $210,000.00 and because there is 
not that amount of money lying 
around in the School Board's coffers, 
they are preparing to float debentures 
to raise the money. Notices to this 
effect are now posted and all taxpay- 
ers are urged to read them, and also 
to attend the meeting next Monday, 
February 12th. at 8 p.m. in the Town 
Hall to learn more about the present 
conditions of your town.

LaDon’'s Letter 
(continued from page one) 

The last boy was a German who 
had been raised and taught under the 
Hitler regime, He was taken prisoner 
at 15 years of age by the Russians 
and sent to the Siberian Salt Mines 
near the Ural Mountains. There he 
was put to work and for nine months 
never saw daylight, and nearly starved 
and froze to death, Then he was 
sent out to work in the fields, He said 
the Russian people, after not more 
than half an hour's” conversation 
would tell them that they hated Stalin 
and that they had hoped that Germ- 
any would set them free some day. He 
said their living conditions were so 
bad that it would be a compliment to 
call them “slums”. He said that the 
Communist leaders have everything 
—the people nothing. While working 
in the fields he collapsed from sheer 
exhaust and malnutrition, They put 
him in a hospital with about 200 other 
people. Soon a box car was pulled up 
and forty people were loaded into each 
car. Two weeks later when they were 
taken out they were back in Germany 
on the Elbe river. The Russians set 
a number free each week under a 
treaty with the United Nations. It 
was always the sick ones they set 
free. They were given discharge pa- 


pers saying they were free, which had. 


to he renewed each month. Well they 
wouldn't renew them and soon they 
were caught with outdated discharge 
papers and sent back to Russia.How- 
ever this young fellow went to Berlin 
where he was contacted by the Bri- 
tish Underground. They told him the 
only way to get out of Russia's clut- 
ches was to be taken prisoner by Am- 
erican, British or French troops. They 
didn't trust the British however and 
thought that they would probably be 
pu to work in the French coal mines 
but they considered and thought it 
was better to work in the French coal 
mines than the Siberian salt mines. 
So a group of them started a brawl on 
the British line and were taken pri- 
soners in Berlin, The British set them 
free, with papers and all. He went to 
Hamburg and worked and then went 
to school. He won a scholorship as an 
exchange student for one year. 

They were all wonderful speakers. 
There about 50 of the 106 
foreign students present, 37 countries 
were represented. Each table was de- 
corated with a UN flag and one flag 
for each country represented, It 
really a big affair,

Each of us were given a pin with 
our name, country and major on it 
and each Rotarian wore his pin with 
his name, nickname and business on 
it. It was really a grand doin’s. They 
served about 350 people. 

President Olpin and Dean Ballif 
were there too, They are really grand 
men 


All the missionaries who were not 
in the Mission Home by last Sunday 
were stopped by the draft board and 
now most of them have got their calls 
into the army. It is estimated that the 
population of the University will drop 
from 8,000 to 4,000, It dropped from 
9,750 to 8,000 over the Christmas holi- 
days, 99% of those were boys who 
were drafted, 

All the bus lines and taxi stands 
are getting women drivers and women 
are replacing salesmen in the stores, 
Even the hotel elevator operators are 
women, It is really terrific. Ushers at 
the theatres are women too, 

I don't suppose it will be too long 
before it happens at home but I sure 
hope not.
